(b) “Board” means the Rampur Raza Library Board; 

(c) "Chairman" means the Chairman of the Board; 

(d) “Vice chairman” means the Vice chairman of the 
Board; 

(e) “Director" means the Director of the Library; 

(f) “Secretary” means the Secretary of the Board; 

(g) "Rules" means the Rampur Raza Library Rules. 
1975; 

(h) “Form” means the forms appended to these Regu¬ 
lations. 

3, Objective : The main objective of the Library is to 
acquire, and conserve manuscripts, books and other articles 
and things in the library and to serve as a centre of refe¬ 
rence and research by providing material to research scholars 
only in the premises of the library. It shall not be a 
Lending Library. 

4, Taking out and replacing of books and manuscripts of 
Library : '( 1) No manuscripts, books, miniatures and other 
articles are to be removed from the Library promises on any 
ground whatsoever except with the written approval of the 
Government of Tndia and/or the Board in exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances such as for display in national/intetnational 
exhibitions and for photocopying, microfilming, restoration 
etc, to recognised Government Institutions like the National 
Archives of India for a temporary period. In such an 
eventuality the material will be sent in the personal custody 
of an officer/member of tile staff duly authorised by the 
Board/Director. The material sent will also be brought 
back personally by an officer of the Library. 


(2) Manuscripts which are of a rare category shall be 

marked 'A’ and those of a common category shall be marked 
‘B\ Only such manuscripts as are marked ‘B’ in the catu- 
louge shall be available for use in the reading room. Those 
marked ‘A’ shall only be shown to visitors specially per¬ 
mitted by the Chairman or the Director /Secretary of the 
Board. , , ■ 

(3) A special stamp with library monogram of pleasing 
design shall, be impressed on every manuscript, book or 
periodical of the Library, 

(4) Any authorised scholar approved by the Chairman 
or the Secretary/Director who is desirous to take a copy or 
a miprofilm or a manuscript or miniature in the library may 
dei so personally under the immediate supervision of the 
Director or under the personal supervision of an officer or 
a member of the staff duly authorised by the Director.

(5) The Director is empowered to direct any member of 
the staff to make a copy or copies of any manuscripts for 
public good without any remuneration. 

5. Custody and administration of collection of the Libraiy : 

(1) The Board shall not accept any books, manuscripts, other 
articles and things as gift unless it is satisfied that such 
material is worthy to be preserved. 

(2) After a book, manuscript, other article and thing 
is accepted as gift, the same shall be taken into account 
and shall be recorded in the stock register of the library. 

f3) The right of reproduction of any manuscripts wholly 
or partly vests in • the Board. 

(4) A)I the books of the Library shall be made available 
to the bonafidc scholars for study, in the Reading Room of 
the Library during its working hours subjects to the follow¬ 
ing restrictions namely ;— 

(a) the library shall remain open on all working days 
except on approved weekly offs and other public 
holidays and the Board shall decide and notify 
whatever and whenever approved weekly offs or 
timings of the opening of the library are changed; 

(b) a duily record of Ihe number of visitors shull bo 
kept; 

(c) all books except rare manuscripts and rare books 
shall be made available in the premises of the 
library for reading and reference purposes only; 

(d) any person desirous of making use of the reading 
facilities, shall make an application addressed to 
the director Form ‘A’ duly endorsed bv a 
Member of Parliament, Member of State Legis¬ 
lature, Member of the Board of the Library, Head 
of the Department, or Reader in a University, 
Gazetted Officers of Central or State Governments 
or aDy other responsible person as may be notified 
from time to time by the Board in this behalf; 

(e) a person having been allowed to make use of the 
Library and reading facilities shall be issued an 
identity card in Form ‘B’ which shall contain a 
passport size photograph of the person duly en¬ 
dorsed by the Director; 

(f) the idendity card shall be valid for a period of three 
years; 

(g) identity card shall be non-transfcrablc. In case an 
identity card is lost a duplicate o fthe same may 
be issued in form ‘D’ to its holder on application 
to the Director in form ‘C’ and on payment of a 
fee of Rs. 2 (Rs. two) alon^with two passport 
size photographs. A fresh application complete in 
all respects as provided for in form MV shall be 
necessary for the renewal of the identity card, 
nhmgwith a fee of Rs. 2/ (Rs. two only). 

(]-,) (he identity card shall be shown al (lie entrance, 
and again, if required, at any time to any member 
of the staff on demand; 
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(i) any change of address during the validity of the 
identity card, shall lie notified to the Director 
immediately; 


(j) persons wishing to make use of the reading facilities 
casually, shall be admitted on the grant of tem¬ 
porary pass holding good for the day of issue; 

(k) the reader who is duly admitted into the Library 
shall be responsible for any damage done by him 
to the books and shall be liable to pay the full 
price of the books; 

(l) persons found mutilating the pages of books or 
otherwise damaging them, besides making good the 
loss in accordance with these regulations, ' shall be 
debarred from the use of the Library in future; 

(m) rare manuscripts shall be shown to scholars and 
other eminent persons on the special permission of 
the Director and the same shall be consulted in 
the presence of the Director; 

(n) any book which owing to its bulk or its brittle 
condition or for any other reason, cannot be safely 
given for consultation in the Library, shall be 
supplied only at the discretion of the Director or 
an officer or member of the staff duly authorised 
by him; 

(o) unmbrellas, sticks, containers and other things 
shall not be taken into the Library and shall be 
deposited at the counter of the reading room; 

(p) no person shall smoke, spit or behave in any 
objectionable manner inside the premises of the 
Library; 

(q) the readers shall not take into the reading room 
their own books without special permission of the 
Director or an officer or member of the staff duly 
authorised by him;
